heavy responsibility it puts upon me, expressing as it does the carefully consid- 
ered convictions of tne men elected by popular .vote to stand as the heads of 
government' in their several states. 


I .absolutely agree with you that this matter is one to be decided with- 


out reference to the personal preferences' or interests of any man, but purely 
from tfie standpoint of .the interests of rae people as a whole. I will accept thp 
nomination for president if it is tendered to me and I will adhere to this de- 
cision. until the convention has expressed its preference. One of the chief princi- 
ples for which I have stood and for which I now stand, and which I have always 
endeavored and always shall endeavor, to reduce to action, is genuine rule of 
the people; and therefore I hope that so far as possible the people may be given 
the chance, through direct primaries, to express their preference as who shall 
be the nominee .of the republican presidential convention.

liberally construed." 


The "trade commission" would be

Dot with bits ot 
stuffing if any remains, alio gravy 
from the dish—made gravy li too 
heavy. Cover the meat layer wltu a 
layer of cranberry tauoe and put meat 
on that, alio leaionlng. Repeat till 
all th meat and lauce are used. If 
th* bulk i» scant, put la A middle 
layer of touted bread crumb*. Cover 
th* top layer ot cranberrlM "with, 
orumbt rather thickly. Slip the mould 
Inilde another hag and cook about 
eight minute*. ' Serve either hot or 
cold. Excellent for luncheon or tea. 


Moat likely th« baron of beef wat 


but half eaten. Out the beet of it 
into neat «llce» half an inch thick, 
two incite* wide and four inchei long. 
Dip thorn In melted butter, roll In a 
little felted flour, sprinkle Ilightly 
with vinegar or lemon juice and let 
them stand an hour in a warm place, 
keeping them well covered. Make a 
good orust, shortening it with auet. 
or drippings if possible, and putting 
In a little more salt than for pastry. 
Roll it a quarter-Inch thick and line 
with it a mould, either tin or paper 
bag, of sufficient size.

in one big cake or many smaller ones, 
provide excellent supper fare.

Drain away all water, then 
stir into tha hot rice a large spoonful 
of butter, a cup of rich milk, beaten 
ap weH with two eggs, salt and pep- 
per to taste, and two cupftils of finely 
minced cold meat very lightly dusted 
with corn:starch. -Pour on & little 
tomato catsup or-add ar half-cup .of

trust." 


Changed His Rimd. 


. Mr. Brandeis declares that, while if 
•was tnie that in'April, IftOfi. he believed 
in the policies ami methods of the com- 
pany as "legally and morally unobjec- 
tionable," he withdrew as a director :i 
few months later when he alleges a dif- 
ferent set <if circumstances developed. 


Mr. Brandeis says he was of'the opin- 


ion ut first that there were good -mil 
bad trusts and that the shoe monopoly 
was being operated beneficially and was 
promoting competition.

Opponents Will Act. 


As one of the developments of the 


meeting, opponents of the bond issue 
have announced what they term an "in- 
dignation meeting," to b* held Wednes- 
day evening at the court house assem- 
bly room to give expression to their op- 
position to the movement. 


Toward the close of the meeting Sat- 


urday evening there was a sharp', inter- 
change of opinions between ex-Mayor 
Hosey 
-and 
Charles 
MeCulloch, 
the 


former opposing the bond isniift and the 
latter supporting it. 
Mr. Hosey de- 


Hured that he is not opposing the im- 
pruvement of the rivers, but he con- 
tended that the proposed plan of as- 
sessment of property by districts is un- 
fnir. 


"Property abutting on the line of the 


proposed river front parkway," said Ml'. 
Hosey, "would be directly benefited, just 
as property is benefited when a new 
st.rret is opened, or a street graded ur 
paved. In the latter case the property
